WABASH, Ind., J u l y 
20.—^A 
genuine 
hail cyclone passed through the north- 
em part of this county yesterday, doing 
an immense amount of damage. 
The 
storm oame from the west through Mi- 
ami county and crossed the Lake Erie 
and Western railway at a point between 
Denver and Peru. 
Its path through this 
county was from two to three miles, and 
in that space no vegetation escaped. 
The hail fall was phenominal in every 
way. Stones were of the size of hen 
eggs and oould be gathered up by the 
bushel after the storm. 
A great num- 
ber of fine forest trees were broken oflF 
and piled up m an interminable mass. 
Not a field of grain escaped destruction 
in the pathway of the storm. Com 
was riddled and stripped of ears and 
silk. 
Oats were thrashed out and the 
stalks driven into the earth. 
Apples, 
melons, grapes and all small fruits and 
vegetables were cut to pieces and noth- 
ing can be saved. The loss is over $50.- 
000. 


Mortality Among Horses. 


NEW YOBK, July 20.—The mortality 
among the horses in this city has been 
unusually great dtiring the heated term. 
In the last fortnight the horses have 
been dying at the rate of forty per day. 
Since June 1 over 1,000 horses have 
died. 
Less than that number died in 
April and May, the record showing 
about 2,000 for the quarter ending June 
30, exclusive of the horses which were 
barned to death in the Belt line oar 
stables. 
All the street car companies 
have lost horses during the hot weather, 
but the Belt Hue lost the most, because 
it had imported BO many green horses 
to take the place of those that were 
burned up in the stables. The company 
has lost about 400 horses since the fire. 


Ex-Gov. Tilden's Estate. 


NEW YOBK, July 20.- The following 
is published here: "The announcement 
by cable that the executors of the estate 
of the late ex-Governor Samuel J . Til- 
den had probated his will in England, 
in order to assume jurisdiction over his 
large English estate, was a surprise to 
all but a very few of the dead states- 
man's friends. 
It was not generally 
known that he had any English estates. 
The value of the English property, ac- 
cording to the London News, is £138,- 
000. A friend of Mr. Tilden in this city 
says the most of the investments is in 
oonsolB bought at low prices, and that 
they were worth from $600,000 to $800,- 
000." 


Murdered by His Companion. 
SAN FFANCISOO. July 20.—Information 
was received yesterday from Ounalaska 
that Bishop Seghers, a Gatholic mis- 
sionary, was murdered by his companion 
one night in November last. The scene 
of the tragedy was on the banks of the 
Yukon river, about 500 miles from its 
mouth, and fully sixty miles from any 
human habitation. 
The murderer is 
Frank Fuller, a young man from Port- 
land. Ore., who accompanied the bishop 
as a companion and servant. He gave 
himself up. No cause for the deed is 
given. 


A Distiller Asstgos. 
DANVHiiiE.Ky., July 20.—Jack Van- 
arsdale, a large distiller of Mercer coun- 
ty, made an assignment to-day to John 
B. Thompson. Vanarsdale, it is claimed, 
has about $40,000 worth of property, 
and will be able to settle with his cred- 
itors, dollar for dollar. The assignment 
was brought on by some of his creditors 
getting uneasy and pressing him for 
money. 
Mr. Vanarsdale claims that he 
will be able to resume business as soon 
as he gets his affairs in shape.

to the creek and found the body of the 
other man. 
They dragged it to the 
bank, and on investigation the coroner 
found three knife-cuts on the head and 
the skull was crushed in over the right 
eye. 
The pooketa were all tamed in- 
Bide out, except a hidden pocket, in 
whioh was fonnd an envelope containing 
$25 and papers showing the man's name 
to be Wm. Parrisn. 


CiHoiHKAmc, July 20.—Briggs Swift's 
old pork house, northwest comer Ninth 
and Sycamore streets, whioh was re- 
cently remodeled for manufactuxine pur- 
poses, burned this morning, involving a 
OSS of $160,000. The fire started in the 
ice cream freezer facto^ of the Ooooh 
Freezer company, whioh occupied the 
first and second stories of the four-story 
structure. 
Their place 
being filled 
with dry lumber, the fiire almost 
instantly communicated to the whole 
building. The entire fire department 
was called out and succeeded in saving 
the adjoining bnilaings. 
The other oc- 
cupants of the building were Wrigley 
Bros., manufacturers of paper boxes, 
and the White Star laundry. 
All were 
completely burned oiil. 
Of the 300 em- 
ployes in the building when the fire 
started, all succeeded in escaping with- 
out injury, so far as known. There is a 
rumor that one girl is missing, but it 
cannot be verified as yet. 
The losses 
are: 


Gooch Frazer company, $75,000; in- 
surance $14,000. 
Briggs Swift, $30,000, fully inanred. 
White Star laundry, $25,000, insur- 
ance, $20,000. 


Wrigley Bros., $15,000; insurance$6,- 
000. 


That there was no loss of life is re- 
garded as miraculous, so sudden was the 
outburst of the flames. 


The Largest Elevator in the Northwest 
Destroyed by Fire. 


MiNNKAroiiis, July 20.—The St. An- 
thony elevator, one of the largest in the 
northwest, located two miles east of this 
city bn the Manitoba raihroad, caught 
ire at 9:20 last evening. The whole 
building was soon enveloped in flames. 
The elevator was a triple structure, con- 
nected by a tramway, and had a capacity 
of 2,700,000 bushels. The buildings are 
all destroyed with the contents, about 
,100,000 bushels of wheat. The loss on 
buildings and machinery, $250,000; loss 
on grain, $825,000. The insurance on 
the wheat is not known. The wheat de- 
stroyed is one-tenth of the visible supply 
in the northwest inclusive of Duluth. 
The elevator was the largest in the 
northwest and was owned by a large 
syndicate of Minneapolis capiti^ts. 


Death of a Historic Character. 
BIOHMOND, Va., July 20.—Informa- 
tion was received here last evening that 
P. M. T. Hunter, ex-representative anc 
ex-senator, died at his home at Foun 
Hill, Essex county. 
He gave Douglas 
a close run for the presidential nomina- 
tion at the national democratic conven 
tion at Charlestown in 1860. During 
the war he served as confederate secre 
tary of state and confederate senator. 
He was also a member of the peace 
commission which met Abraham Lin- 
coln in Hampton roads. 
He was after- 
wards elected treasurer of Virginia 
holding that office for several terms 
after which he retired to private life. 


More Men Missing. 


MONTBEAI^, July 20.—The employes 
of the St. Lawrence Sugar 
Refining 
company, which burned last week, were 
paid last night, when it was found that 
three of them named Henderson, Beau 
mont and Vastoden, the latter an Ital 
ian, were missing. 
It is believed that 
they were burned to death.

A chattel mortgage is a mortgage 
personal property. 


A written contract can not be varied 
or controlled by contemporaneous ver- 
bal agreement. 


If a law be constitational, the courts 
can not declare it invalid, becanse un- 
reasonable or oppressive. 


Whoever allows his horse to be run in 
a horse race along aity public highway, 
or whoever acts as rider in such race 
may be fined from $5 to $50. 


All conveyances of property by chattel 
mortgage, or otherwise, with intent to 
defraud creditors are void as to the per- 
sons sought to be defrauded. 


Chattel mortgages must be filed for 
record within;ten days after their ex- 
ecution, or they will not be valid and 
take precedence of any subsequent mort- 
gage, unless the mortgaged property is 
delivered to and held by mortgagee. 


When the conditions of any chattel 
mortgage have been broken the right of 
possession of property accrues to the 
mortg^ee. 
However, an equity of re- 
demption remains to the mortgagor which 
can be extinguished only by public sale 
or foreclosure aeccording to statutory 
proceedings. 


Whatever is injurious to health, or in- 
decent or offenaive to the senses, or an 
obstrnction to the free use of property, 
so as to essentially intefere with the 
comfortable enjoyment of life or prop- 
erty, is a nuisance, under Indiana law. 
An action for abatement of the same 
may be brought by any person whose 
property 
is injuriously 
affected or 
whose personal enjoyment is lessened 
thereby. 


After having placed a chattel mort- 
gage on his property it is a misdemeanor 
for a man to sell or transfer it to any 
other person without informing him of 
the lien. But if the mortgage is record- 
ed, this will be deemed sufficient notice 
of the lien. It is also a misdemeanor to 
drive away or carry away any of the 
property, in violation of any agreement 
in the instrument without consent of the 
mortgagee.
